Gold field, though the police obtained 
a clue to the town In Nevada near 
which the camp Is located.

could not find within £300.000 of the 
funds, entrusted to him and complaint 
to made to the District Attorney.

Is Hinted at by Excited

S JOHN CAPURRO, the seventeen-year-old son of Mr. and Mr*. 
B. 


Capurro, tha victim of a terrible vengeance inflicted upon his power* 
low parents? In other words, has tho young man, born and raised in 


Waehoe county, boon murdered and his body east into the river or buried 
in some out of the way gully between Reno and Laughtonef 


Capurro started from Reno for his home I eat Sunday nigh^at 7 o'olook. 


From Monday morning until the present time Sheriff Ferrel and his* able 
assistants have been at work on the ease, following trail after trail, but 
so far without success. 


"Good-bye, boyst I'm going home," are the last words young Capurro 


uttered as he left the Swiss Hotel. 
He was in his usual jovial mood and 


at that time no one thought that he was walking perhaps to his death. 


The more the strange case Is Inves- 


tigated the stronger grows the* suspi- 
cion that the young man has been 
murdered and that his 
death 
was 


brought about by the remorseless ef- 
forts of the grim Black 
Hand, 
or 


Mafia. 
• 


To this charge, however, the Italian 


residents of Reno will not talk and 
allow their names to be used, for to 
do that would mean death to the man 
who made the accusation. 


"Young Capurro was an exemplary 


young man," aatd a prominent Italian 
resident of Reno last night. 
"He had 


everything he wanted 
at home, was 


contented and practically the head of 
the famHy. 
What reason would he 


have to leave home? The Mafia Is a 
terrible society, working under a veil 
with much finer meshes than even the 
dreaded anarchists. From one end of 
the world to the other they will fol- 
low a man or his family to wreck ven- 
geance for the most trifling wrong. 
If my name was mentioned In this af- 
fair my dead body would be found In 
some out of the way place or I would 
disappear forever. It Is the Way they 
work and 
Capurro's 
disappearance 


bears every mark of being the work 


of the men who kill for vengeance." 


The parents are distracted; the Ital- 


ian colony is -excited. Everyone who 
knows of the case Is working on it, 
but thus far not the slightest evidence 
has been found upon which to base an 
arrest. 


Mr. Gapurro, In his anxiety, 
has 


offered a reward of $50 for Information 
that will lead to finding his son alive 
or even his mangled remains. No one 
has claimed the reward. 
No one of 


the Italian residents will discuss the 
case for publication; they fear the 
vengeance of tig terrible vendetta. 


The young man's parents went fish- 


ing last Sunday. 
John waa left at 


home with the little ones. 
About 4 


o'clock .he sold a chicken, and giving 
the money to the little one*, said he 
was going to town for a short time. 
Ha arrived here safe, ate dinner at 
the Swiss Hotel, and without a coat 
on. started on the four-mile jaunt for 
home shortly after 7 o'clock. 


At the most he did not have more 


than $10 in his pockets and certainly 
did not confide to any friend that he 
was going to leave home. 
He had 


never been^away from home a single

We have already seen some of its effects in Kansas, where 
the people are establishing oil refineries of their own to 
fight the Standard Oil company, and similar demonstra- 
tions In other states are only a matter of time. We trust 
that this agitation will keep up until Standard Oil, and 
every similar combination, shall have been swept from the 
fnce of the earth.

BOUT twenty years ago, a 
few earnest men met In one 
of the many populous cities 
of the New England states, 
for the purpose of devising 
ways and means for the 


promotion of a great Catholic society. 
They saw that many local attempts 
had been made along similar lines In 
the past that local societies, sodalities 
and state 
organizations 
had 
been 


founded and had flourished In their own 
respective spheres of activity. 
Bach organisation had Us own par- 


ticular end to be gained. Us own In- 
terests to be attended to. These men 
were broader In their views and am- 
bitious to attain them. 
They were 


convinced that, a society was needed 
that would have for Its field the entire 
territory over which the American flag 
was recognised. Local societies were 
good enough in their way and served 
their own purposes admirably, but the 
spirit of the age and the resistless en- 
ergy of the times demanded something 
greater than mere localism. 
To weld into one solid organization 


the scattered units of American Cath- 
olic manhood was the idea these earn- 
est men set out to accomplish. The 
society must be national must be tru- 
ly American, patriotic and loyal to the 
principles of liberty, toleration, fra- 
ternity and benevolence. No race is- 
sues must be allowed . Politics must 
be prohibited. In Its councils. With 
these principles, objects and ideas, as 
the corner stones of their faith they 
looked around for a name that would 
aptly express their purposes. Happily 
the name of the Illustrious discoverer 
of the American continent was sug- 
gested and as happily selected. 


Honor, bravery nml altruism must 


find a name. 
Recollecting the valued 


deeds of the Christian knights of by 
gone ages these pioneers determined to 
•hristen their society by the beauti- 
ful and expressive title "The Knights 
of Columbus." This clone, the organiz- 
ation was born. 


HavfiiK received the approval of the 


ecclesiastical authorities the new so- 
ciety started to grow. 
From one city 


to another Its fame spread. One coun- 
cil to another It so rapidly Increased 
that It soon outgrew Its babyhood anil 
assumed the full powers and strength 
of maturity. Gradually It made its way 
westward. 
Coming out of the east 


with a splendid reputation the great 
hustling cities of the west turned to the 
Knights of Columbus with enthusiasm. 
After one city possessed a council the 
merit of the new society was soon 
known and recognized In the neigh- 
boring ones, always followed with a 
request to the proper officials to organ- 
ize a council. 
, -No fraternal organization has a more 
glorious history. 
Twenty years after 


its Inception, It has over one thousan-1 
lodges with a membership of over one 
hundred and fifty thousand. 
Although 


about four years In existence on the 
western slope of the continent almost 
every large city has at present or Is 


arranging to have a council. Naturally 
the clergy and Catholic laity of Neva- 
da, were desirous to Institute a coun- 
cil In the leading city of the state. 
Several months ago. an informal meet- 
Ing was held and Dr. Robert F. Kane 
selected to enter into correspondence 
with the supreme officers with a view 
to Introduce the Knights of Columbus 
Into Reno. Their advances were met 
with favorable consideration. Meetings 
were called and those eligible for mem- 
bership were .invited to attend. Inter- 
•st rapidly Increased until more than 
double the allotted number of candi- 
dates for Knighthood were enrolled. 
Citizens from the eastern part of the 
state, also from Carson and Virginia 
City sent in their names.

He saw in the 
Knights of Columbus a splendid op- 
portunity to labor for the uplifting of 
character and for the improvement 
socially, morally and Intellectually of 
a large class of the young men of Ne- 
vada. Hence he took up the Knights 
of Columbus and agreed to work for 
the order as its -first Grand Knight. 


Dr. Robert F. Kane is one of the new 
comers to Reno and is the grand-son of 
Sir Robert F. Kane whose name Is 
known all over Ireland and England 
by his work on the social and indus- 
trial conditions of the Irish race. He 
has been elected Deputy Grand Knight.
